IR Miles Stapleton Baronet, was Indicted at a Seſſions of Oyer and Terminer at 

the Weſt-Riding of the County of Tork, and the Indictment was removed by 
a Writ of Certiora, i to the Kings Bench, where Sir Miles Stapleton having been 
Arraigned and plcaded to the not guilty, was ſent down to be tried in the 
County of Tork. The Indictment was as tolloweth. 

Sir Miles Stapleton late of Carleton in the County of Tork Baronet ſtands Indicted, for 
that he as a talſe Traytor againſt our Illuſtrious and Excellent Prince, King Charles the 
ſecond, his natural Lord, not having God before his cyes, nor weighing the Duty of 
his Allegiance, but by the Inſtigatior of the Devil being moved — the 
Cordial Love, and true, due, and natural Obedience, which true and taithful Subjects 
ct our Lord the King ſhould bear to him, and of right are bound to bear, wholy with. 
drawing, deviſing, and with all his power inte ing, to diſturb the peace and Com- 
mon Tranquility of this Realm, and to bring and put our laid Lord the King to deatli 
and fin il deſituction, and the true worſhip of God in this Kingdom by Law eliabliſhed 
and uſed, to alter to the Superſtition of the Church of Rome, and to move and ſtir up 
Warr againſi our ſaid Lord the K ing in this Realm, and to ſubvert the Government of 
this Kingdom, the 30th, day of May, in the thirty firſt year of our ſaid Lord the King's 
Raign, at che Pariſh of Barwich, in Elmett in the aid County of Twk, in the Weſt-Ri- 
ding of the ſame County, with divers other falſe Frayrors unknown, did traiterouſly 
compaſs, imagin and intend, the death and final de ion of our ſaid Lord the King,

Mr. Juſt. Dolb. Do you know of any Conſpiracy in Tork ſive ? 

Mr. Smith. My Lord I am coming to that. When I came to Mr. Jenniſons Houſe, 
there was one Mr. Thwing a Prieſt, who has fuffer'd as a Conſpirator, he was very well 
acquainted in the Houſe before I came there, and did very much to perſwade me that 
I would intreat Mr. Fenniſon to ſend his Daughters to a place called Dolhanck , where 
a Nunnery was to be erected, and I knew ſeveral that were there. This Mr. Thwing 
came to me oftentimes and ſeveral other Prieſts in this City, and they all preſt me 
to it, but I was againſt it, knowing what their deſign was. 

Mr. Fuft. Dolb. But do you know any thing againſt the Priſoner ?
